!ity editors are paid from $40 to $60, and 
,n intelligent, active reporter, with a tarn 
or writing on occasions superior to routine 
news gathering can do as well as Ihe city 
editor bar*. Drudgery is poorly paid. In- 
dependent writers with a versatility tbat 
nables them to produce any sort ot matter 
squired by the dailies and weeklies, and 
'bo attach themselves to no particular 


paper, can, if they have industry and a 
ittlc business judgment in marketing their 
wares, earn an income as good, if not 
better, tban any Managing editor enjoys. 
t is not because newspaper men here, or 
nywbere else for tbat matter, are poor 
because they me not reasonably well paid. 
t U because they are oonnaonly spen,d- 
onfta tbat they remain in poverty. I 
know a lad who three years ago was in 
ackets and got $5 a week M an office boy 
n a holiness boose. He wroto something 
or one of the newspapers which p|ea«e§ 
he city editor, who sent for, bim and 
empted htm with the offer of a salary of 
7 60. Nature intanded the boy for jonr- 
alitm, an4 now his trained talents bang 
im $50 and ottep more a week. Had be 
emained in Ihe business bouae it is prob- 
ble that he would have risen, to the stool 
f a junior clerk by this time, with a salary 
f $8 or $9. Bat the chances are that 
(teen or twenty yeara from now tbe junior 
lerk who ha* bis stool will have a bqsineu 
f bis own §nd be living in a fine house, 
'bile the phenominaliy bright journalist 
ill be not mneh better off than he is at 
resent, onleia he has in bim a commercial 
.rain <n which case he will save hi* money 
nd get a newspaper of his own. But the 
emperament and order ef mind which 
take a first-rate journalist are seldom 
ined to the qualities which create the 
osinest man. When tbe combination does 
ocnr we get a Dana, a HnUtead, a \V alter- 
on, a Falitset—men who have a position 
nd elert an influence that no mere money 
atberer, and no mere newspaper writer, 
an b; any possibility hope to rival.
